Its 
beauty, early appearance, and fragrant bloſſoms, make it highly 
eſteemed by all lovers of flowers; like the Hyacinth or Narcil- 
ſus it will blow within doors in a water-glafs, but ſtronger in a 
{mall pot of ſand, or ſandy loam; a few flowers will ſcent a 
whole apartment: it will alſo bloſſom in the open air, but re- 
quires warmth and ſhelter; it is propagated by offsets and 
leeds; the beſt flowering roots are imported from Holland, 
they bear forcing well; and hence this plant may be had to 
flower a full month or ſix weeks in ſucceſſion.

This ſpecies differs from the other plants of the genus, in 
the colour of its outermoſt petals, which are long, narrow, 
purple, and pendulous, and not unaptly reſemble ſmall pieces 
of red tape. Notwithſtanding it is a native of the warm cli- 
mates Carolina and Virginia, it ſucceeds very well with us in 
an open border; but, as Mr. Miller very juſtly obſerves, it 
will always be prudent to ſhelter two or three plants under 
a common hot- bed frame in winter, to preſerve the kind, be- 
cauſe in very ſevere winters, thoſe in the open air are ſome- 
times killed. It flowers in July. As it rarely ripens its 
ſeeds with us, the only mode of propagating it, is by parting 
the roots; but in that way the plant does not admit of much 
increaſe,

Grows wild in many parts of Italy and Germany, and is 
ſometimes found with white flowers; if the ſeaſon be mild, or 
the plants ſheltered from the inclemency of the weather, this 
ſpecies will flower as early as February, or much earlier by 
artificial heat. 

As it grows naturally in woods and ſhady places, it will 
thrive del in a mixture of bog- earth and loam placed in a 
north border; if planted in the open border, it will require to 
be covered with a hand- glaſs during winter, and in the ſpring, 
when in bloom; the more uſual method with gardeners is to 
preſerve them in pots in a common hot-bed frame, the advan- 
tage of this method is that they may, at any time, be removed 
to decorate the parlour or the ſtudy. 

The plants of this genus admit of but little increaſe by their 
roots; the beſt method of propagating them is by ſeed, which 
ſhould be ſown ſoon after they are ripe in boxes or pots, and 
covered about half Minch deep, placing them where they 
may have only the morning-ſun, till the beginning of Septem- 
ber, when they may be removed to a warmer expoſure.

Of this genus Mr. Miller makes too ſpecies; Linnæus, per- 
haps with more propriety, only one, for breadth of leaves or 
colour of flowers can ſcarcely be conſidered as ſufficient to 
conſtitute a ſpecifie difference. 

It is found in the gardens with purple flowers of two different 
tints, alſo with white and yellow bloſſoms, grows naturally in

We are not a little ſurpriſed that Mr. Miller ſhould have 
taken no notice of the preſent ſpecies, as it muſt have been in 
the Engliſh gardens long before his time, being mentioned by 
Parkinſon in his Garden of pleaſant Flowers: it is nearly re- 
lated to the P/eudo-Narciſſus, but differs from it in many parti- 
culars except ſize, vid. Lin. Sp. Pl. and Parkinſon above 
quoted.

Though its bloſſoms are not ſo large as thoſe of the other 
ſpecies, yet when the roots are planted in a cluſter, they make 
a very pretty ſhew, and have this advantage, that they flower 
lomewhat earlier than any of the others.

As our Publication ſeems likely to fall into the hands of ſuch 
as are totally unacquainted with Botany, or botanical writings, 
it muſt plead as an apology for our often explaining many cir- 
cumſtances relative to plants, which may be well known to 
adepts in the ſcience. 

This plant derives its firſt name from the black colour of its 
roots, its ſecond from its early flowering, and the colour of its 
petals, which though generally milk-white on their firſt appear- 
ance, yet have frequently a tint of red in chem, which increaſes” 
with the age of the bloſſom and finally changes to green ; 1n 
lome ſpecies of Hellebore, particularly the viridis, the flower 
1s green from firſt to laſt. 

Black Hellebore grows wild on the Appenine and other 
mountains, preferring ſuch as are rocky. 

If the weather be unuſually mild, it will flower in our gar- 
dens, in the open border, as early as December and January; it 
may indeed be conſidered as the herald of approaching ſpring, 

Like moſt other alpine plants, it loves a pure air, a ſituation 
moderately moiſt, and a foil unmanured : as the beauty of its 
flowers is apt to be deſtroyed by ſevere froſts, it ſhould be co- 
vercd during the winter with a hand- glaſs, or if it he treated in 
the manner recommended for the round-leav'd Cyclamen, it 
may be had to flower in ſtill greater perfection. 

It is propagated by parting its roots in autumn: neither this 
ſpecics nor the hyema/rs thrive very near London.

Gardeners, in former days, not having that profuſion of plants 
to attend to and cultivate, which we can at preſent boaſt, ap- 
pear to have been more folicitous in Increaſing generally the 
varieties of the ſeveral ſpecies; accordingly, we find in the 
Paradiſus terreftris of the venerable Panx1nxsoN, no leſs than 
{ix varieties of this plant“, moſt of which are now ſtrangers to 
the Nurſery Gardens. We may obſerve, that varieties in ge- 
neral not being ſo ſtrong as the original plant, are conlequently 
much ſooner loft. 

The Iris pumila grows wild in many parts of Hungary, af- 
fetts open and hilly ſituations, and flowers in our gardens in 
the month of April; it is a very hardy plant, and will thrive in 
almoſt any ſoil or ſituation; is propagated by parting its roots 
in autumn.

Dillenius, Miller, and ſome other authors, make a diſtin 
genus of the Hepatica ; Linnæus unites it with the Anemone, 
obſerving, that though it differs from the Anemone in having a 
calyx, yet that calyx 1s at ſome diſtance from the flower, and 
partakes more of the Nature of an Involucrum, which is not 
uncommon to the Anemonies. 

The Hepaticas, as Parkinſon obſerves, flower ſoon after the 
winter Hellebore, “ and making their pride appear in winter, 
* are the more welcome early gueſts.” 

It is found wild in its ſingle ſtate, with red, blue, and white 
{lowers, inthe woods and ſhady mountains of Sweden, Germany, 
and Italy; the red variety with double flowers is the one moſt 
commonly cultivated in our gardens; the double blue is alſo 
not unfrequent; the ſingle white is leſs common; and the 
double white Miller never ſaw, yet admits that it may exiſt 
[pontancouſly, or be produced from ſeed: Parkinſon mentions 
a white variety with red threads or ſtamina. \ 

According to Miller, this plant delights in a loamy foil, and 
in an caſtern poſition where it may have only the morning 
ſun: the ſingle forts are calily raiſed from ſeed ; the double, 
increaſed by parting the roots, which ought to be done in 
March when they are in bloom ; they ſhould not be divided 
into very ſmall heads: theſe plants, if often removed and 
parted; are apt to die, but left undiſturbed for many years, 
they will thrive exceedingly, and become very large roots.

{Linea the days of Mr. Miller, who, with all his imperfections, 
has contributed more to the advancement of practical garden- 
ing than any individual whatever, our gardens, but more eſpe- 
cially our green- houſes, have received ſome of their higheſt 
ornaments from the introduction of a great number of moſt 
beautiful Heaths: the preſent plant, though a native of the Alps 
and mountainous parts of Germany, is of modern introduttion 
here, what renders it particularly acceptable, is its hardineſs 
and early flowering; its bloſſoms are formed in the autumn, 
continue of a pale green colour during the winter, and expand 
in the ſpring, flowering as early as March, eſpecially if kept in 
a green-houſe, or in a common hot-bed frame, which 1s the 
more uſual practice. 

It may be propagated by ſeeds or cuttings, the latter is the 
molt ready way of increaſing this and moſt of the other ſpecies 
of the genus: when the cuttings have ſtruck root, they ſhould 
be planted in a mixture of freſh loam and bog carth, either in 
the open border, under a wall, or in pots. 

The name of herbacea, which Linnæus has given to this plant, 
is not very characteriſtic, but it ſhould be obſerved, that Lin- 
nzus in this, as in many other inſtances, has only adopted tha 
name of forme older botaniſt; and it ould alſo be remembered, 
that in genera, where the ſpecies are very numerous, it is nocaſy 
mattertogivenamestoallofthem that ſhall be perfectlyexpreſſive.

This plant grows ſpontaneouſly in Virginia and other parts of 
lorth America, from whence, as Miller informs us, it was ſent 
y Mr. Baniſter to Dr. Compton, Lord Biſhop of London, in 
hoſe curious garden he firſt ſaw it growing in the year 1709. 

It is figured by Mr. Cateſby, in his Natural Hiſtory of Caro- 
na, among the natural productions of that country, who be- 
owed on it the name of Meadia, in honour of the late 
Ir. Mead, a name which Linnæus has not thought proper to 
lopt as a generic, though he has as a trivial one. 

It flowers the beginning of May, and the ſeeds ripen in 

July, ſoon after which the ſtalks and leaves decay, ſo that the 

roots remain inactive till the following ſpring. 

It is propagated by offsets, which the roots put out freely 

when they are in a looſe moiſt ſoil and a ſhady ſituation ; 

the beſt time to remove the roots, and take away the offsets, 
is in Auguſt, after the leaves and ſtalks are decayed, that 
they may be fixed well in their new ſituation before the froſt 


comes on. It may alſo be propagated by ſeeds, which the 
„ plants 


plants generally produce in plenty; theſe ſhould be ſown 
„in autumn, ſoon after they are ripe, either in a ſhady moiſ 
* border, or in pots, which ſhould be placed in the ſhade; in 
ce the ſpring, the plants will come up, and muſt then be kept 
clean from weeds; and, if the ſeaſon proves dry, they mult 
be frequently refreſhed with water: nor ſhould they be ex. 
* poſed to the ſun; for while the plants are young, they are 
very impaticut of heat, ſo that I have known great number; 
aof them deſtroyed in two or three days, which were growing

It is not noticed by Linnzus : Profeſſor Jacquin, in his 
Flora Auftriaca, has hgured and deſcribed a Primula, which, 
though not agreeing ſo minutely as could be wiſhed with the 


one we have figured, is nevertheleſs conſidered by ſome of 


the firſt Botaniſts in this country as the ſame ſpecies; he gives 


it the name of villgſa, whigh we adopt, though with us it is ſo 


ſlightly villous as ſcarcely to deſerve that epithet. 


It varies in the brilliancy of its colours, flowers in April,

It is ſuperior to all its congeners in the brilliancy of its 
colour, nor are its bloſſoms fo fugacious as many of the other 
ſpecies. 


No plant is more eaſily propagated by cuttings; theſe 
Miller recommends to be laid by in a dry place for a fortnight, 
or three weeks, then to be planted in pots, filled with a mix- , 
ture of loam and lime rubbiſh, having ſome ſtones laid in the 
bottom of the pot to drain off the moiſture, and afterwards 
plunged into a gentle hot-bed of Tanners bark, to facilitate 
their rooting, giving them once a week a gentle watering :

This ſpecies of Geranium, ſo ſtrikingly different from all 
others at preſent cultivated in our gardens, has been known 
for ſeveral years to the Nurſery-men in the neighbourhood of 
London, by the name of acaule, a name we ſhould gladly have 
retained, had not Profeſſor Murray deſcribed it in the 14th 
edition of Linnæus's Syſfema Vegetabilium, under the name of 
Reichardi, a name he was diſpoſed to give it, in compliment 
to a French gentlenran, who firſt diſcovered it in the iſland of 
Minorca, and introduced it into the gardens of France. 

Linnzus deſcribes many of the Geraniums, as having only 
five antheræ, though ſeveral of thoſe he thus deſcribes have 
% our certain knowledge ten, the five lowermoſt of which 
ſhedding their pollen, firſt, often drop off, and leave the 
filaments apparently barren: but in this ſpecies (with us at 
leaſt) there never are more than five, but betwixt each ſtamen, 
there is a broad pointed barren filament or ſquamula, ſcarcely 
to be diſtinguiſhed by the naked eye. 

The uſual and beſt prattice 1s to make a green-houſe plant 
of this ſpecies, though it has been known to remain in the 
open ground, during a mild winter, unhurt. 

It continues to have a ſucceſſion of bloſſoms during the 
greateſt part of the ſummer, and may be propagated either by 
ſeed or parting its roots.

with double flowers. The former, as 1s well known, 1s pro- 
pagated by ſeed; the latter by cuttings, which ſhould be ſtruck 
on a hot-bed. To have theſe plants early, they ſhould be 
raiſed with other tender annuals; they uſually begin to flower 
in July, and continue bloſſoming till the approach of winter : 
the ſtalks require to be ſupported, for if left to themſelves they 
trail on the ground, overſpread, and deſtroy the neighbouring 
plants. | 

Elizabeth Chriſtina, one of the daughters of Linnæus, is 
ſaid to have perceived the flowers to emit ſpontaneouſly, at 
certain intervals, ſparks like thoſe of electricity, viſible only 
in the duſk of the evening, and which ceaſed when total dark- 
neſs came on. 

The flowers have the taſte of water-creſs, with a degree of 
ſweetneſs, which that plant does not poſſeſs, more particu- 
larly reſident in the ſpur of the calyx or nectary; hence are 
ſometimes uſed in ſallads, and hence the plant acquires its 
name of Naſturtium.

If theſe plants be kept in a very moderate ſtove in winter, 
and in ſummer placed in an airy glaſs-caſe where they may 
enjoy much free air, but ſcreened from wet and cold, they 

will thrive and flower very well; for although they will live 
in the open air in ſummer, and may be kept through the 
winter in a good green-houſe; yet theſe plants will not flower 
ſo well as thoſe managed in the other way. They muſt have 
little water given them, eſpecially in winter. 

It is very ſeldom that the variegata produces ſeed-veſſels in 
this country ; Miller obſerves, in upwards of forty years that 
he cultivated it, he never faw it produce its pods but three 
times, and then on ſuch plants only as were plunged into the 
tan-bed in the ſtove. 

This plant may be propagated without ſeeds, as it grows 
faſt enough from ſlips; treatment the ſame as that of the 
Creeping Cereus, which ſee. 

It takes its name of Stapelia from Stapel, a Dutchman, 
author of ſome botanical works, particularly a Deſcription of 
Theophraſtus's plants.

The whole plant with us is in general hairy, hence it does 
not well accord with Linnæus's deſcription. It is propagated 
by ſeeds, which ſhould be ſown on the flower-borders in the 
ſpring, where the plants are to remain: they require no other 
care than to be thined and weeded.

The Paſſion- Flower firſt introduced into this country was 
the incarnala of Linnæus, a native of Virginia, and figured by 
Parkinſon in his Taradiſus Terreſtris, who there ſtyles it the 
ſurpaſſing delight of all flowers: the preſent ſpecies, which, 
from its great beauty and ſuperior hardineſs, is now by far 
the moſt common, is of more modern introduttion; and, 
though a native of the Braſils, ſeldom ſuffers from the ſeverity 
of our climate; flowering plentifully during moſt of the 
ſummer months, if trained to a wall with a ſouthern aſpett, 
and, in ſuch ſituations, frequently producing ripe fruit, of the 
ſize and form of a large olive, of a pale orange colour. 

This moſt elegant plant may be propagated by ſeeds, layers, 
or cuttings ;. foreign ſeeds are molt to be depended on; they 
are to be ſown in the ſpring, on a moderate hot-bed, and 
when the plants are grown to the height of two or three 
inches, they are to be carefully taken up, and each planted in 
a ſeparate ſmall pot, filled with good loam, then plunged into 
a moderate hot-bed, to forward their taking new root; after 
which they ſhould be gradually inured to the common air : 
the younger the plants the more ſhelter they require, and if 


ever ſo old or ſtrong, they are in danger from ſevere froſts. 


The layers and cuttings are to he treated in the common way, 
but ſeedling plants, if they can be obtained, are on many 
accounts to be preferred.

Mignonelte grows naturally in Egypt, it was unknown to 
the older Botaniſts; Miller ſays he received the ſeeds of 
it from Dr. Adrian Van Royen, Profeſſor of Botany at 
Leyden, ſo that it is rather a modern inhabitant of our 
gardens. 

The luxury of the pleaſure-garden is greatly heightened 
by the delightful odour which this plant diffuſes; and as 1t 
is moſt readily cultivated in pots, its fragrance may be con- 
veyed to the parlour of the recluſe, or the chamber of the 
valetudinarian ; its perfume, though not ſo refreſhing perhaps 
as that of the Sweet- Briar, is not apt to offend on continu- 
ance the moſt delicate olfatories. 

Being an annual it requires to be raiſed yearly from feed; 
when once introduced on a warm dry border it will continue 
to ſow itſelf, and grow very luxugziantly, flowering from june 
to the commencement of winter; but as it is defirable to 
have it as early as poſſible in the ſpring, the belt way is either 
to ſaw the ſeed in pots in autumn, ſecuring them through the 
winter in frames, or in a oreenhoule, or to raiſe the ſeeds 
early on a gentle hot bed, thinning the plants if they require 
it, ſo as to have only two or three 1n a pot.

This ſpecies is beſt known in the nurſeries by the name of 
the Scarlet Martagon ; but as it is not the Martagon of Lin- 
næus, to avoid confuſion it will be moſt proper to adhere to 
the name which Linnæus has given it. 

It is a native not only of Perſia, but of Hungary ; Profel- 
ſor Jacquin, who has figured it in his moſt excellent Hora 
Auſtriaca, deſcribes it as growing betwixt Carniola and Carin- 
thia, and other parts of Hungary, but always on the tops of 
the largeſt mountains. 

It varies in the number of its flowers, from one to fix, and 
the colour in ſome is found of a blood red. 

Authors differ in their ideas of its ſmell: Jacquin deſcrih- 
ing it as diſagreeble, while Scopoli compares it to that of an 
orange. 

It flowers in June and July; and is propagated by offsets, 
which it produces pretty freely, and which will grow in almoit 
any ſoil or ſituation. 

The beſt time for removing the roots is ſoon after the leaves 
are decayed, before they have begun to ſhoot,

« India, yet has been long inured to our climate, ſo as 
« to thrive and flower extremely well, but never produces 
„ any fruit in England. It is eaſily propagated by layin 
« down the branches, which will take root in one year, — 
4 may then be cut from the old plant, and planted where they 
« are deſigned to remain: it may alſo be propagated by cut-

Though many Latin names of plants, as Geranium, Hepatica, 
Condolvulus, &c. are more familiar to the ear, and more gene- 
rally uſed than their Engliſh ones, yet Me/embryantbemum 
though uſed by ſome, appears too long to be generally adopt- 
ed, its Engliſh name of Fig-marigold is doubtleſs to be pre- 
ferred. | 

The Fig-marigolds are a very numerous tribe, chiefly inha- 
bitants of the Cape of Good Hope; no leſs than thirty-three 
ſpecies are figured in that ineſtimable work the Horius Eltba- 
menſis of Dillenius. As moſt of theſe plants grow readily 
from (lips, or cuttings, and require only the ſhelter of a com- 
mon greenhouſe, and as they recommend themſelves to our 
notice, either from the extreme ſingularity of their foliage, 
the beauty of their flowers, or the peculiarity of their expan- 
hon, ſo they are a favourite claſs of plants with many. 

The preſent ſpecies is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, 
and is particularly diſtinguiſhed by having leaves ſomewhat re- 
ſembling a hatchet, whence its name; it is as hardy as moſt, 
and flowers as freely, but its bloſſoms fully expand 1n the 
evening and night only. 

It is very readily propagated by cuttings.

Moſt of the numerous ſpecies of this genus flower about 
Michaelmas, hence their vulgar name of Mrichaelmas-Daiyy ; 
a name exceptionable not only on account of its length, but 
from its being a compound word. Afer, though a Latin 
term, is now fo generally received, that we ſhall make no 
apology for adopting it. 

We are indebted to North-America for moſt of our Aſters, 
but the preſent ſpecies, which is omitted by Miller, and is 
rather a ſcarce plant in this country, though not of modern 
introduction, being figured by Plukenet and deſcribed by Ray, 
15 a native of Africa, and, like a few others, requires in the 
winter the ſhelter of a greenhouſe. 

It is particularly diſtinguiſhed by having very narrow leaves 
with ſhort briſtles en them, and by its bloſſoms drooping be- 


fore they open. 
It is a perennial, flowers in September and October, and 


may be propagated by ſlips or cuttings.

Of this genus there are only two ſpecies, both natives of 
South- America, the lala, ſo called from its being a much 
taller plant than the demiſſa, is a very beautiful, and not un- 
common ſtove or green-houſe plant; it is impoſſible, by any 
colours we have, to do juſtice to the brilliancy of its flowers. 


Being an annual, it requires to be raiſed yearly from ſeed, 
which muſt be ſown on a hot-bed in the ſpring, and the plants 
brought forward on another, otherwiſe they will not perfect 
their ſeeds in this country. Some of theſe may be tranſplanted 
into the borders of the flower-garden which are warmly fitu- 
ated, where, if the ſeaſon prove favourable, they will flower 
and ripen their ſeeds; but, for ſecurity's ſake, it will be pru- 
dent to keep a few plants in the ſtove or green-houſe. 


As theſe plants have not been diſtinguiſhed by any parti- 
cular Engliſh name, Mitier very properly uſes its Latin 
one; a practice which ſhould as much as poſſible be adhered 
to, where a genus is named -in honour of a Botaniſt of 
eminence.

Grows ſpontancouſly in the ſouth of France, about Mont- 
pelier; allo, in Spain, Italy, Sicily, and elſewhere in the 
ſouth of Europe: is one of the molt common annuals culti- 
vated in our gardens. It begins flowering in July, and con- 
tinues to bloſlom till the froſt ſets in. 

Na other care 1s neceilary in the cultivation of this ſpecies 
than ſowing the ſeeds in the ſpring, in little patches, on the 
borders where they are to remain, thinning them if they prove 
too numerous. |

however, in large gardens theſe ſhould not be wanting, 
for they make a good appearance when in flower, if they 
are properly diſpoſed ; of this ſort there are the following 
varieties:
